2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The present invention relates to a safe network payment system and safe network payment 
authentication method. 

Documents incorporated by reference are the following- 
Dl: WO,A1,0118720 
D2: CN,A,1198555 

Dl discloses a purchase authorizing method involves determining validity of consumer account 
number and authentication token received from consumer location at third party contractor location 
Consumer account number is transmitted from the consumer location to a third party contractor 
location via an on-line merchant location. Authentication token associated with that number is 
determined at location. Authentication token is transmitted to location from consumer location and 
the validity of received number and authentication token is determined at location. The method 
enables authorizing purchases made over Internet using valid authentication token; 

D2 relates to a network payment system and method. It is characterized by using public 
telephone network and INTERNET network to make payment, buy and information service between 
user, store and bank under the condition of encryption. The invention can be used to safely 
conveniently and quick pay accounts, buy goods and bonds etc. information services; 

It is obvious that not all the technical features in claims 1-26 are disclosed by D1,D2, and 
further the technical solutions claimed are not obvious to a person skilled on the basis of D1,D2 or 
their combination. Thus, claims 1-26 have novelty under PCT Article 33(2), and have inventive step 
under PCT Article 33(3) ; 

Claims 1-26 have industrial applicability under PCT Article 33(4), because the network payment 
system claimed can be made or used in the industry. 
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
